spectors will check up all drugs on 
hand at irregular intervals from the 
ordet blanks and the inventories 
Ten persons 
applied 
voluntarily 
Monday at the general hospital to be 
cured of the drug habit. 
Seven tit 
them had been warned by druggists 
that it would he impossible to pro­ 
cure more drugs. 
These hurried to 
the hospital, fearing to take up alone 
the struggle against the habit. 
Three persons had not the money 
to purchase a supply before the law 
took effect, and resigned themselves 
to the cure. 
All of them wanted to 
he cured, hut were afraid to attempt 
a selt-cure without aid of physicians.

A caked or swollen udder is a com­ 
mon. occurrence during calving sea­ 
son. 
It is often caused by allowing 
the cow" to lie down on the cement 
floor with not enough bedding under 
her to keqp her udder above the hard 
floor, whereby it becomes bruised or 
otherwise injured or congested. 
The quickest and best remedy is to 
wash the udder very thoroughly with 
clean hot water, then rub it well for 
15 or 20 minutes. The water should 
be as hot as the animal can stand. 
Use plenty of “elbow grease,” as the 
rubbing is very important.

Commerce Commission in granting an 
increase in freight rates in the eastern 
classification of territory; the applica­ 
tion of the roads to state and inter­ 
state commissions for an increase in 
rates, and the utterances of President 
Wilson on the subject bring the farm­ 
ers of this nation face to face with the 
problem of an increase in freight 
rates. It is the policy of the Farmers’ 
Union to meet the issues affecting the 
welfare of the farmers squarely and 
we will do so in this instance. 
The transportation facilities of the 
United States are inadequate to ef­ 
fectively meet the demands of com­ 
merce and particularly in the South 
and West additional railway mileage 
is needed to accommodate the move­ 
ment of farm products. If in the wis­ 
dom of our Railroad Commissions an 
increase in freight rates is necessary 
to bring about an improvement in our 
transportation service, and an exten­ 
sion of our mileage, then an increase 
should be granted, and the farmer is 
willing to share such proportion of 
the increase as justly belongs to him, 
but we have some suggestions to make 
as to the manner in which this in­ 
crease shall be levied.

The fundamental facts and practices 
concerning butter making should be’ 
applied by the farmer as well as the 
creamery, operator.

and its importance should be known 
in order that it be intelligently ap­ 
plied. 
Cleanliness and attention to 
details are the three prerequisites to 
the making of good butter. The main 
defects in farm butter show these 
three prerequisites to be very fre­ 
quently neglected. These defects are: 
1. Bad flavors. 
2. Lack of uniformity in color and 
salt. 
3. Unsuitable packages and no uni­ 
formity in the style of the package. 
The bad flavors are due largely or 
entirely to the changes in the milk

Rates Follow Lines of Least Resists 
a nee. 


The freight rates of the nation have 
been built up along lines of least re­ 
sistance. 
The merchant, the manu­ 
facturer, the miner, the miller, the 
lumberman and the cattleman have 
had their traffic bureaus thoroughly 
organized and in many instances they 
have pursued the railroad without 
mercy and with the power of organ­ 
ized tonnage they have hammered the 
life out of the rates and with unre­ 
strained greed they have eaten the 
vitals out of our transportation system 
and since we have had railroad com­ 
missions, these interests, with skill 
and cunning, are represented at every 
hearing in which their business is 
involved. 
The farmer Is seldom represented 
at rate hearings, as his organizations 
have never had the finances to em­ 
ploy counsel to develop his side of 
the case and, as a result, the products 
of the plow bear an unequal burden 
of the freight expense. 
A glance at 
the freight tariffs abundantly proves 
this assertion. 
Cotton, the leading 
agricultural product of the South, al­ 
ready bears the highest freight rate of 
any necessary commodity in com­ 
merce, and the rate on agricultural 
products ars a whole is out of pro­ 
portion with that of the products of 
the factory and the mine. 
We offer nj> schedule of rates, but 
hope the commission will be able to 
give the railroad such an increase in 
rates as is necessary without levying 
a further toll upon the products of 
the plow. The instance seems to pre­ 
sent an opportunity to the Railroad 
Commissions to equalize the rates as 
between agricultural and other classes 
of freight without disturbing the rates 
on staple farm products.

much better boar an increase than 
the rate on cotton and flour.
